The  Ladies'  Parlor  was  furnished  by  the  special  contributions  of  a 
number  of  individuals. — a  bracket,  a  chair,  a  sofa,  &c.,  from  one  and 
another. 

The  Bell,  whose  nuisical  note  has  been  so  much  admired,  was  pre- 
sented by  Mrs.  Miriam  Wiiitox  Opdvki::.  of  New  York  City.  It  was 
cast  by  Messrs.  E.  Holbrook  oc  Son.  of  East  Medway,  ]Mass.,  is  of  the 
ke}'  G,  and  weighs,  exclusive  of  hangings,  15u7  pounds. 

A  Christian  Church  is  organized  for  work,  as  well  as  worship,  and 
the  work  is  one  essential  part  of  the  worship,  A  part  of  our  work 
seems  to  be  to  determine  by  experiment,  for  many  churches  deeply 
interested  in  the  problem,  the  value  of  the  free  church  as  one  means  for 
the  evangelization  of  a  comniunitif  like  ours.  In  particular,  we  recognize 
our  dut}'  as  a  church  to  make  special  efforts  for  the  promotion  of  temper- 
ance, for  the  relief  of  the  sick  and  poor,  for  ho-^pitality  to  strangers, 
for  the  circulation  of  religious  readiui:,  as  well  as  for  everv  good  work 
that  claims  our  aid.  Bands  of  workers  exist  among  us  for  service  in 
these  dilferent  lines  of  eifort.  During  the  past  year  some  three  hun- 
dred copies  of  the  "  Gootl  Words  "  have  been  circulated  monthly  in 
our  field,  by  visitors  from  house  to  house.  A  weekly  meeting  for  the 
instruction  of  girls  in  needle-work  has  also  been  commenced,  designed 
to  continue  from  October  till  May.

We  are  l'I:U-1  to  ninke  n><^ii-il  of  ii  VL-ar  'v.\  wlilrh  .-[Mritual  ti!i^~-iiiLr=  have 
not  beeu  witliheltl,  altli(Hi'j:li.  in  luatci-ial  jirosporitv  am!  tiiiaarial  i\',-iMirct'>. 
our  Society  has  felt,  in  coiiunon  witli  othi>r<,  the  {ire.-snre  of  hanl  times. 
During  tliis  year,  eiL,'Iiteen  liave  been  aiMod  to  the  churcli  by  cnnfcs-iMn  of 
faith, — a  larger  number  tiian  in  any  previous  year.  Our  Sabbath  School. 
and  our  prayer  meetings,  and  fellowship  meetings,  have  been  character- 
ized by  an  umvontecl  dcii-ee  of  interest.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  now,  at  tlie 
end  of  five  years  troui  our  or:rani/ation,  that  we  began  with  seventy-foiu- 
members,  and  have  siui'e  then  received  seventy-three. 

Owing,  however,  to  the  unsettled  abode  of  many  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Lynn,  and  also,  in  part,  to  the  lax  habits  of  iiiany  in  regard  to  attendance 
on  public;  worship,  our  [)ermanent  congregation  has  not  increased  in  tlie 
same  ratio  as  the  church.  At  least  fifty-live  families  have  been  on  our 
list  for  longer  or  shorter  periods  during  the  last  live  years,  who  are  no 
longer  connected  with  us  —  a  number  almost  equal  to  the  original  luimber 
(sixty-four)  with  which  we  started.  During  the  five  years,  the  net  jjfowth 
of  the  church  has  lu'en  lifty-eiLrht  per  cent.  ;  that  of  the  families  belonging 
to  the  Sabbath  congregation,  tilly-nine  [)er  cent.  ;  that  of  the  congregation  ac- 
tually attending  upon  i)ui)lic  worship,  not  over  eight  per  cent,  at  most.  It 
has  been  our  practice  tVom  the  iiegiiniing  to  make  a  record  of  the  number 
present,  by  actual  count,  at  every  service  of  jmblic  worship. 

It  deserves  to  be  recorded,  as  an  muisual  thing,  that,  from  Octj>ber  4, 
1873,  to  May  19,  IS74,  there  was  no  deatii  in  the  congre'j:ation. 

The  Reading  Room,  of  which  mention  was  made  in  last  year's  Rr.coRD, 
has  been  discontinued. 

A  Young  People's  IMeeting  was  commenced  in  Sejitember.  1S7;^>.  and 
held  every  Friday  evening  in   the  Chapel  Parlor  until  May.      These  meet- 
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iuLTS.  tk'si^^ned  to  brina-  tiie  yoiin^  pef^ipk'  and  the  pa-tor  tonethor  fiT  fa- 
miliar confereuce,  wore  sustained  throu^liout  by  [smnl  iiinuberD  and  inter- 
est, and  resulted,  it  is  believed,  in  perni;tnent  eood. 

The  reports  from  home  ^s'ork.  whicii.  in  former  years.  \wvv  [ire-^cnt-^d 
monthly  at  one  of  our  prayer  meetinL'S,  (calleil,  therefore,  the  Home 
Prayer  Meetincr).  haye  not  come  in  this  year  with  due  regularity.  It  i.-  not 
well'  for  the  chureh  tn  .-utler  thi.>  irood  habit  oi'  a  monthly  revi-.-'.y  to  de- 
cline.     NotwithstandinL^  the  work  iias  not  declined,  on  the  whole. 

The  Girls'  Sewinp:  .School  has  been  carried  throULdi  another  y-ar  with 
no  abatement  of  interest,  ilirough  the  zeal  ot'  a  fi?w  ladies  who  have  r'-_m- 
larly  deyoted  their  Wednesday  afternoon.-  to  it.  Instead  of  ti  prize,  a-  iifre- 
tofore,  for  the  best  improvemem  in  sewimr.  the  pupils  were  presentt'd.  this 
year,  with  the  articles  ^\•hich  they  had  made  from  furnished  material. 

A  Girls'  Missionary  Circle  has  been  f.jrmed  duriut:-  the  year.  throuLdi 
the  zeal  of  one  of  our  ladies.  an<i  a  social  entertaiiunent,  with  a  sale  (>i  the 
articles  made  at  their  .-emi-mnnthly  mectiiicrs.  has  realized  about  >40  fu- 
missionary  uses.  A  lar,Lre  qiiilt.  the  product  of  the  Girls'  Sewin.f  School. 
went  into  the  same  treasury. 

The  Ladies'  Sewing  Society,  declinini:,  on  accotmt  of  objections  to  lot- 
teries, to  join  in  a  union  fair  t'or  the  benelit  ot  the  Old  Ladies'  Hoitte.  held 
a  sale  for  that  charity  in  the  Chapel  Parlor  last  fall,  ^vhich  realized  a  con- 
siderable sum.  A  contribution  of  equal  amount  was  also  made  to  tlie  fair 
iu  aid  of  the  Woiiuxn's  Union  tor  Christian  Work. 

Social  entertainmeuts  have  been  enric!ie<l,  during  the  year,  with  dia- 
logues, tiibleaux,  music,  readings  and  declamations,  through  the  eiiergetic 
interest  taken  iu  that  department  by  a  nimiber  of  ladies  and  gentlemen. 

Beueyolent  efforts  for  the  needy,  wherever  these  have  been  discovered, 
have  been  active.  A  school  of  poor  people  of  color  in  Camden,  S.  C,  has 
iiad  a  box  sent  to  it,  and  ueiixlibors  at  home  have  not  been  overlooked. 
"The  Good  Words"  have  been  circulated  from  house  to  house  through 
our  city  district  by  monthly  visitors  as  heretofore. 

We  desire  to  set  up  our  memorial  this  year  also,  that  "  hitherto  the 
Lord  hath  helped  us."'  As  we  look  back,  and  look  forward,  we  ••  thank 
God  and  take  courage."
